The ruling of the Federation Aero 
nautique Internationale disqualifies Mr. 
White as well as the late John B. Mol- 
sant, who was popularly acclaimed the 
winner when it known that his 
was the fastest time made by any of the 
three contestants. 

Mr. Motsant was disqualified by the 
Federation Aeronautique Internationale 
for having failed to accomplish a con- 
tinuous flight of one hour’s duration prior 
to his entry in the Statue of Liberty 
flight. Mr. White was disqualified be- 
cause a wing tip of his Blériot monoplane 
fouled pylot® No. 5 as he was settling to 
the ground on the return from his flight. 
Count de Lesseps is/ accredited the win- 
ner, therefore, although the elapsed time 
of his flight was longer than that of 
either Mr. Moisant or Mr. White. 

The controversy has been one which 
threatened to disrupt the friendly rela- 
tions between the local aero governing 
body and the Federation Internationale. 
It has aroused more interest in aviation 
cireles than any previous incident of avia- 
tien tournaments, and despite the ac- 
ceptance by the Aero Club of America of

De la Barra’s Appeal to Mexican 
Patriotism Is So Regarded 
by Maderists. 


SENT TO THE INDEPENDENT 


A Rumor Even Suggests Negotiations 
Here, in Which Secretary Dick- 
Inson Will Act as Umpire. 


Certain incidents here within the past 
twenty-four hours have been taken by 
some of those watching, the Mexican sit- 
uation to indicate that the way was being 
paved adroitly for a peaceful settlement 
of the insurrection. 

One report even had it that Secretary of 
War Dickinson was to be the mediator 
to bring the representatives of the Mexi- 
can Government and of the Madero forces 
together, and that peace negotiations 
would be conducted here. The Mexican 
Vice Consul, Manuel A. Esteva, admitted 
that he had heard such a report, though 
not officially. He pointed out, however, 
that the time was never so ripe since the 
insurrection began for both sides to come 
ewe terms and to receive and accept over- 
ures, 

Immediately after a long conference 
with José Yves Limantour, the Mexican 
Minister of Finance, Sefior de la Barra 
sent to the Independent an article headed 
“The Situation in Mexico,’ urging all 
his countrymen, regardless of ‘all divi- 
sions of party, all differences between 
men,” to recall the “‘ sacred interests ot 
our country,’’ and “to work together for 
the-progress of true democracy and the 
best development of the mother-land.” 

The Ambassador regarded his appeal as 
so timely and important that he rushed 
it to the magazine’s office by special 
messenger and arranged for the locked 
forms of this week’s issue to be opened 
and the article inserted. Then he gave 
out proofs to the daily press. 


, Olive Branch, Say Maderists. 


Insurrecto leaders here last night, to 
whom copies of the article were shown, 
were quick to say that they regarded it 
as an invitation to Madero and all his 


forces to come into the Government camp 
and all would be forgtven, and the issu- 
ance of the appea served only to 
make plainer an wundGercurrent looking 
toward peace, which had already ‘een 
discoverable even to those. not in ths 
immediate counsels of either side. 

Mexican revolutionists, according to 
Ambassador de la Barra’s article, can be 
divided into three groups—those who hon- 
estly ‘think themselves the apostles of de- 
mocracy and progress, men who have 
failed in life and aspire to figure in a 
new régime, and the “dross of society 
who are ready to ht for any cause oy 
which they can profit and make use of 
their evil intentions.”’ 

Of the first group Séfior de la Barra 
says: ‘‘ These individuals, if they are sin- 
cere, will admit that their act instead of 
being beneficial has been harmful. Their 
duty should be that of the true. apostle, 
if they thought it so, co-operating by their 
writings, preachments, and example to 
accelerate the evolution,’’ (the Govern- 
ment’s attempt to better the condition of 
the people,) “ that has been started, thus 
contributing within the law and ‘under 
its protection to the great work of na- 
tional unity.’’ 

Sefior de la Barra deplores the harm 
which he says has already been done, de- 
fines the insurrection as a guerrilla. war- 
fare maintained by malcontents in a por- 
tion of the State of Chihuahua, which 
will be suppressed, and expresses the be- 
lief that a united people will work anew 
fin Mexico to solve its national problem. 
He says in conclusion:

SAY HE SHIPPED AMMUNITION. 


Federal Warrant for ex-Secret Service | 
Man—Talk of Congress Inquiry. 


Speciaa to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Issuance of 
@ warrant by the Departnfent of Justice : 
to-day for the arrest of Harvey Phillips, | 
formerly a member of the Secret Service 
of the. Treasury and lately a’ private de- 
tective in Washington, has brought out 
an interesting explanation of the depart- 
ment’s interest in his apprehension. The 
information on which the Department of 
Justice bases its charge is to the effect 
that Phillips has been engaged in ship- 
ping small-arm ammunition from New 
York to the insurgents along the Texas 
frontier, though the technical charge 
against him is simply that of sending 
explosives through inter-State commerce 

vithout conspicuously marking the par- 
cels as “explosives.” 

According to the Mexican revotuticaiey 
agency here, the real reason for this ac- 
tion against the detective is that Phillips 
has been for many months in their em- 
ploy tracking down a charge that officials 
of the Department of Justice along the 
Texas frontier have been in the pay of 
Diaz and at his behests were hunting 
down political refugees in this country. 

Charges of_a somewhat similar sort 
have been made in speeches on the floor 
of the House, and it was said this after- 
noon that the information Phillips has 
received will be put at the disposal of 
friendly members of both houses for use 
in an interpellation of the Administra- 
tion in an extfa session of Congress, 

The officers of the Depaftment of Jus- 
tice made a perfunctory search of Phil- 
lips’s home and office to-day, though at 
the department it was said later that the 
department knows where Phillips is and 
can —y, | its hands on him whenever it 
wants him badly. As a matter of fact, 
Phillips is in New York, and has been in 
conference several times within the last 
few days with prominent insurgent lead- 
ers in that city. It has been reported 
from New York that a, well-known insur- 
gent Senator has kept close touch with 
the revolutionary agencies, and he is ex- 

pected to make use of the alleged facts 
vappiied him by Phillips in charging reel 
lusion between some of the officials of | 
the Department of Justice and the Diaz 
Government.

It is known that Mr. Gatti-Casazza is 
not impulsive. It is not to be supposed 
that he would suddenly accept an opera 
still in manuscript for an eleventh-hour 
production which would endanger the 
‘chances of any work, no matter how good 
it might be. 

There was a good deal of this sort of 
talk in the air immediately after the 
opera had been accepted for production;

EFFORTS TO GO ON TO-DAY 


Prisonere In Cages Again Faced. Court 
Under Strong Guard Yesterday— 
Many Women Among Spectators. 


VITHRBO, Italy, March 14—Cavaliere 
Rianchi, President of the court, to-day set 
about the task of getting a jury to try 
the thirty-six members of the Neapolitan 
Camorra by invoking methods that prom- 
ised results despite the terror that has 
filled the hearts of the citizens at the 
possibiltty of being obliged to condemn 
those whose deaths would be pretty sure 
to be avenged unless the whole dangerous 
element of the society was wiped out. 

When court opened to-day the President 
at once imposed heavy fines upon those 
known to have left town to escape jury 
duty and threatened that he would have 
others who had made excuses for not ap- 
pearing when summoned brought to the 
bar by carabineers. 

The whole forenoon was taken up in an 
attempt to fill the jury benches. It was a 
nervous day in Viterbo. The residents, 
who had hailed the approaching trial as 
a boon because ft would bring to town 
thousands of strangers who must be shel- 
tered and fed, have found themselves con- 
fronted with an alarming situation. No 
one familiar with the workings of the 
“ Beautiful Reformed Society"’ has any- 
thing but sympathy for those who shrink 
from the civic duty imposed. 

Nevertheless, progress was made, and 
early in the afternoon all but four of the 
necessary jurors had been spoured. At 
this point the resources of the court 
failed, and an adjournment until to-mor- 
row was taken.

Thinks Newspapers and Magazines 
Should Handle All Public Officials 
a Little More Delicately. 


Richard Young; lately returned to the 
bosom of‘ his—constituents in Flatbush, 
after serving them as Republican Repre- 
sentative from the Fifth District in the 
Sixty-first Congress, unburdened himself 
of some thoyghtson public questions last 
ight at the Hotel Astor, ‘where the Hide 
and Leather Association of New York 
City and vicinity held its eighth annual 
dinner.

expect, and he gave great praise.to the 

accomplishments of the legislative body 
of which he was a part. 

“You have heard it was a billion-dol- 
lar Congress,” he said, “and so it was, 
but do you know it has; given the best 
and Yhost liberal government on earth at 
a cost of $10 per capita, while New, York 
City governmient costs $35 per capita.

Chicagoan Makes Strong Finish 
Against Briton at the 
Fairmont A. C. 


Packey McFarland, the stock yards 
champion of Chicago, outpointed Owen 
Moran of England in a ten-round bout at 
‘the Fairmont Athletic Club last night, The 
fine ability of these two lightweights drew 
one of the biggest and most critical 
crowds to the club in the Bronx that ever 
attended a boxing match in this city. 

While the bout did not produce a gruel- 
ling, punishing encounter that boxing 
crowds usually yell their heads off for, it 
was all that a limited round bout should 
be. There was “class” all through it, 
and the boys hit and defended in the most 
appreved scientific: manner. There: were 
no torn or bunged ears, no split noses, or 
ridged and welted backs, and the winner 
at the finish had little on the other fellow 


as far as battle marks went, . 

McFarland won ‘clearly and thoroughly 
on his superiority as a boxer, and in so 
doing demonstrated that probably he 
could put Moran away in a regular fight. 
This, of course, is still a question, and 
may be decided in the future. Neither 
showed the least fear of the other, but 
Moran was always second in the spar- 
ring, during the latter portion of the 
bout especially. 

It was a good bout and a striking refu- 
tation of the charge that boxing is a 
brutal and unmanly sport. 

There was a short delay between the 
last preliminary bout and the appearance 
of ‘the stars in the final. The preponder- 
ance of action of the less important bouts 
only served to whet the appetites of the 
enthusiastic ones of the crowd, and they 
were expectagt and only,.too ready for 
the »éal class which the wind-up’ prom- 
ised. McFarland was the first to appear; 
accompanied by his manager, Emil Thiery, 
Young Corbett, Bob Cannon, and Jdéhnny 
McFarland. Moran had in his corner 
Charlie Harvey, Jimmy Johnson, Jeff 
Perry, and Fred Sears. 

The boys weighed under the stipulated 
mark, 135 pounds, at 5 o’clock, and both 
looked as though they had trainéd ‘thor- 
oughly for the encounter. McFarland had 
the size and reach, though: Moran’s stur- 
dy-looking frame was evidence of power. 
It was 10:4) when the first bell tap was 
sounded. They started in lke masters of 
the boxing gamé, fiddling: and feinting for 
a lead. ackey. was the first to seore 
with a light left on the chin. . Moray coun- 
tered cleanly with a right om the ear. They 
were busy all the time. and while the 
going was fast, there were no hard blows 
landed. Once Moran swung wildly with 
his left, but recovered. his poise immedi- 
ately. They broke from their clinches at 
the.arder of the referee, so there was no 
time Tost ‘thie way. 

McFarland eperied the second round with 
a left lead for the face, which Mora 
ducked. Moran took a turn at the lead- 
ing, and landed on Packey’s ear. It-was 
a stinger, but didn’t set the Chicago boy 
back any. McFarland showed more en- 
ergy than the Britisher, and followed u 
the few advantages. he had on leads. t 
was a rather tame and even round. 

McFarland rushed Moran to the ropes 
in the third session, working both hands. 
It was more of.a hustle than a punching 
rush, and no dathage resulted. Packey 
drew the Briton out and forced him to 
miss ‘sevéral of the blows. Moran drew 
his arm back across McFarland's throat 
after @ messed-up lead. The crowd hissea 
him for the apparent foul, hich was 
rot at all intentional, The crowd was get- 
ting a bit restless at the lack of punish- 
ment. 

The fourth round opened rather like 
the preceding rounds, both working light 
leads and sparring scientifically. cFar- 
land, however, cut out a faster pace and 
cuffed the Englishman on both ears. 
Moran came hustling in and attempted 
to force mcFarland back, but he wouldn't 
stand for it. Packey always followeu 
his leads well, and punched away at Mo- 
ran’s..body whan thas got.in close. The 
reund was a bit in favor of McFarland. 

Moran opened the fifth round with a 
rush. He jymped almost across the ring 
to meet Patkey. The American parried 
the left, bpt took a*right on the.body.

MeFarland held on to his lead in the 
seventh round, and the fast going was 
beginning to puzzle oran. he latter 
was in no wise in a bad way, but he was 
getting the worst of the mixing. Once 
Moran led’and McFarland stepped aside 
and ripped -his right over as-Moran missed 
and Packey's right glove landed on the 
side of the head. Moran made almost a 
dive for the ropes from the force of the 
blow. There were loud cheers for McFar- 
land at the end of the-round. _—Ss. : 

McFarland was always on top of the 
Englishman in the eighth session, and 
Moran took almost every lead of the 
American. Moran was always busy, how- 
ever, and didn't stop a second, but he was 
optpoirnted in the boxing. . 

McFarland put some steam into his 
blows in the ninth round and planted sev- 
eral hard ones before Moran got started. 
Moran got in a couple of stiff counters 
which Sree stood off MeFariand’s 
rushes, but he couldn’t maké an -impres- 
sion on McFarland on this basis. It was 
a rather even round. 

Moran opened: the last session with a 
rush, but McFarland waited for him and 
tipped in hard on the Britisher’s body.

Former Lightweight, Star Likely to 
Box Nelson. in Six-Round Bout, 


Jameés Edward Britt, at present engaged 
with Hugh D. McIntosh in the manage- 
ment of the Olympia, London's big fight 
club, has decided that he still possesses 
a great part of the skill which put him 
at the top ciass of lightweights a few 


years ago, and he expects to again make 
his public appearance in the ring. Britt 
has been : England fcr the past two 
years, but’ expects to visit; this coun- 
try soon, and while here he will undoubt- 
edly take part in several bouts. He con- 
fided to a close friend who visited Eng- 
land a short time ago that he felt a de- 
sire to don the mitts arain, and the lat- 
ter communicated with Jack O’Brien, 
manager of the American A. C. of Phil- 
scelphie. O’Brien is quite anxious to get 
Britt to appear at his club, and hopes 
to match Jimmy with Battling Nelson, 
the former lightweight champion. With 
this end in view O’Brien has just sent 
out a challenge to the Battler in behalf 
of Britt. 

A bout between these f¥o, both top- 
notch lightweights a few years ago, and 
both still .yoong men in spite of their 
recent inaétivity in the fistic game, would 
undoubtedly be a great drawing -card. 
Nelson and Britt met four times: when in 
their prime,’ and as ‘ar as the honors 
go Britt has a shade on the former cham- 
pion. Their first encounter was at San 
Francisco in December, 1904, and_ Britt 
got the decision after twenty rounds. <In 
September of the following year Nelson 
knocked Britt out at Colma in eighteen 
rounds. -In July, 1907, they again battled 
twenty rounds, and Britt received. the de- 
cision a second time. Their last clash 
was at Los Angeles in March, 1908, and 
the bout went the full ten rounds, with 
no decision. This was Britt’s last fight 
in America. 

Since going to England Britt has fig- 
ured in three bouts, all with. Johnny 
Summers. The American boy won the first 
in ten roufds, lost the second in twenty, 
and was knocked out in nine rounds the 
last time they fought, in July, 1909, Since 
that time Britt has kept his hand‘tn the 

me, boxing quite a .ittle with Harry 

wis, Summers, and many others who 
were preparing for bouts in England. 

Britt has taken on flesh since he fought 
in America, and would now scale closer 
to the welterweight figure than the light- 
weight mark. He feels confident, how- 
ever, that he has enough of his former 
cunning to make a good showi over the 
six-round route, hence the dcsire to stage 
his first bout in Philadelphia. His show- 
ing in his first natch will have much 
to do with the amount of work he will do 
in the ring game before returning to Eng- 
land. It is possible that he may feel.able 
to go ten rounds, and if such is the case 
New York fight fans may have a chance 
to. see the former American favorite-in 
action.

THE CAMORRA JURORS. 

. Citizenship is undergoing a severe 
test at Viterbo, Italy. Theoretically, 
the standard of good citizenship is 
about the same all over the world. 
Everybody believes that civic duties 
should be performed without flinching, 
and at any sacrifice of personal comfort 
and gain. Nevertheless, in Viterbo, 
doubtless, as in Madison and Brattle- 
boro, (not vaisily to drag in New York,) 
there are citizens who contrive to shirk 
jury duty.as there are others who fre- 
quently manage to avoid some of their 
share of taxation. But in Viterbo citi- 
zens are shirking jury duty for no ordi- 
nary reason. 

The eyes of the world are on the jury 
box in pa old church transformed into 
a court. Eight men sat there yester- 
day when the court adjourned, and it is 
hoped that the remaining four will be 
obtained to-day. But the indispogition 
of Viterbo citizens to sit on that jury is 
general, and it is not attributed by 
anybody to disregard of civic duty. 
The jurymen in the trial of the Camor- 
rists already know much about the evil 
power of the Caniorra, the mysterious 
facility with which many who have op- 
posed it have been put out of the way, 
apd they expect fo hear much more 
blood-curdling evidence to the same ef- 
fect as the trial proceeds. Each of the 
jurors will feel himself a marked mari. 
Thirty-four pairs of eyes will watch 
him from the prisoners’ cage. The tra- 
dition of the Camorra is that those 


eyes once balefully fixed on an enemy, |' 


his doom is sealed. More than ordinary 
self-sacrifice is required of the Camorra 
trial jurors, and there is danger of a 
miscarriage of justice for this’ reason. 


“FOLLOWING IN FATHER’S FOOT- 
STEPS.” 

The. development. of hydraulic and 
electric power is how in an early stage 
comparable to the development of 
transportation by steam and railways a 
generation or two ago. And it is to be 
remarked that.the methods of financial 
promotion are strikingly similar to 
those which were so successful in the 
times of our fathers and grandfathers, 
and which are the subject of such 
beated protest ari official prosecution 
in our own times. For example, we 
have received the prospectus of an en- 
terprise for, the development of a Mis- 
sissippi River water power about which 
we have no informattén except that 
which appears in the document itself. 
Incidentally it may be remarked that 
the promoters are respectable and suc-. 
cessful. The enterprise could hardly 
hope for better, backers, and if they 
cannot sell these securities it is doubt- 
ful that anybody can. These respect- 
able and responsible financiers ‘offer a 
$1,000 bond for $875, and throw in two 
shares of common stock. This is the 
heinous capitalization of the future, the 
infamous watering of stock, which so 
many friends of the people agsure us is 
betrayal of public interests. It was in 
just this way that the country got its 
rgilways, and may or may not get its 
hydro-electric works: 

The terms of the prospectis suffi- 
ciently indicate that the outlook is 
rather doubtful. The biggest and 
blackest figures do indeed set out earn- 
ings of $890,000 above dividends on the 
preferred, and this ffom the sale of 
less than the power hoped to be pro- 
duced. But the terms of subscription 
set out above sufficiently indicate that 
there are “outs” about the business 
which it is not_the function of-the pro- 
moters to emphasize, The éstimates 
may not be realized, the-costs may he 
exceeded, there may be difficulty about 
selling the power if it is. produced as 
reckoned. In short, it is a business 
risk, and the~money. is asked @or on 
business bond for | the 
cash, and stock which is easilf and 
cheaply printed for the profits which 
are the bait for the speculative investor. 

What's the harm? Who would suffer 
if the Shares should pay 10 per cent., 
or 20 per cent.? The printing of the 
shares gives no power to levy tax or 
blackmail on the community. If there 
are any profits they. caf come only 
from the sale of power at prices which 
must be remunerative to the buyers, or 
they will not buy. Would it be good 
publie policy to prevent thése profits at 
the cost of preventing the public from 
benefiting by -the purchase of. the 
power?.

It is ‘pettifogging to say that the 
power perhaps might be produced with 
smaller profits. It does not seem s0 
sure to those who know most about it, 
and who know very well why they offer 
such attractive terms. No railway can 
now offer equal inducements for capi- 
tal. The Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission has named its limit for divi- 
denda, and declared that earnings in 
excess. should be applied to tle reduc- 
tion of rates. Apparently it thinks that 
we are @ made country, and have rail- 
ways enough. The railway business is 
now so well established that money 
ought to flow into the eli companies 
for a shade above mere mortgage inter- 
est. Whoever wants a higher return, 
or any speculative profit, must take 
something like this power proposition. 
The terms denote it a speculative prop- 
osition, and whoever takes the risk has 
fair notice that perhaps he is parting 
with the money which he places at the 
service of the community on those 


*lterms. If hereafter his profits should 


look lange, would it be fair to treat 
him as railway shareholders now are 
treated ?

PASSPORTS TO CANADA. 

Surely it is a natural thing for gen- 
tlemén from Chicago to want to go 
anywhere out of Chicago. But if they 
want to get into Canada they ought to 
put $50 apiece into their pockets. Of 
course, that is no trouble for anybody 
from Chicago, but the omission to do 
Te) recently caused a regrettable inci- 
dent at Niagara Falls. Something in the 
appearance of the gentlemen from Chi- 
cago caused the officials charged with 
the duty of protecting the Dominion 
against undesirable immigrants to,ask 
them why they wanted to go to To- 
ronto. They said that they wanted to 
see & man, and were told that they 
might do so if they could show $50. 
Not betng able to do so they were 
turned ‘back, in some embarrassment, 
as they had not. provided funds for 
their return, and their tickets read in 
the other direction. 

Experienced tourists know that green- 
backs.are necessary passports to Can- 
ada, but hitherto they have been asked 
from general travelers by others than 
offictals. Fifty dollars is about the price 
of a five-pound black bass, and “ from 
$100” is legal tender for a moose. 
The higher the range of values the less 
the \indigntty of being sized up for a 
cheap guy by the ingenuous children of 
the woods and paddle. Those who have 


| been there say that it is easier t& show 


the price on entering Canada than re- 
turning from it. But that is aside from 
the main point, which is that no gen- 
tlemen from New York have been una- 
ble to enter’ Canada because they could 
not show $50. If\ Chicago rises to the 
occasion Ottawa may hear language 
better worth hearing than the naval 
debates in the Dominion Parliament, 
and Chicago could not ask for a better 
license ‘to go as far as she likes. 


LAYING UP TREASURES ABROAD. 

In February of last year we were im- 
porting more than we were exporting 
to a total for that month of $5,595,000, 
a sum not large in itself, but so unt- 
sual at that season that there was no 
precedent for any adverse balance in 
that month for half a generation. This 
year we have an excess of exports of 
$54,230,183, a change of the ctrrents 
of trade in a single: month of over sixty 
millions of dollars.. And this remarka- 
ble improvement concurs with a credit 
abroad on account of secirities sold 
which has been estimated at from fifty 
millions of Gollars upward. The items 
for February are not at hand, but it is 
known from the previous figures that 
cotton is the leading factor in the in- 
crease of our exports for eight months 
from $187,988,250 to $418,145,155 this 
year. But in the aggregate the growth 
of the non-agricultural exports exceeds 
the agricultural. Although our imports 
are smaller they remain at a full vol- 
ume, and the improvement of our bal- 
ance is due to a symmetrical growth of 
our exports, with especial enoourage- 
ment where it is most needed, that is 
in our manufactures. 

Even more stimulating than the fig- 
ures is the fact that they are the re- 
sult -of, normal trade considerations. 
Last year’s figures were disquieting 
because they were so abnormal that 
they indicated something like sacrifice 
on what we_were selling and extrava- 
gance and improvidence on what we 
were buying. This was the best mar- 
ket in the world to sell in and the 
worst to buy in.. We are no longer 
overbidding in foreign markets, and we 
dre reaching a@ basis where we are able 
to sell at the world’s prices. And the 
process is going ahead just as though 
our men of business had no nerves or 
any perception that they ought to have. 
Tt is @ repetition of the conditions in 
England,. where. the politicians and 
pessimists ruin the-country while trade 
proceeds at unprecedented volume. 
Similarly there are those among us 
who. can téll us forty reasons why we

SALES OF HYPODERMIC NEEDLES. 

- It is not pleasant to be told, as Mr. 
HAMILTON WRIGHT, Federal Opfum 
Commissioner, has told us, that “Uncle 
Sam is the worst drug fiend in the 
world,” consuming yearly more opium 
than China or any other nation. The 
United States uses‘500,000 potinds an- 
nually in one form and another, a hun- 
dredfold more than is prescribed by 
physicians. Mr. Wricut judges that 
“at least one druggist out of every ten 
exists by means of profits from the 
sale of habit-forming ‘drugs, of which, 
of course, opium and its derivatives are 
most important.” - aT 

That is why we fear that Assembly- 
man Bor.an’s bill, No. 983, to amend 
the Public Health law with respect to 
the sale of -hypodermic syringes and 
needles, will not pass. It provides that 
none of these instruments for thé in- 
jection of opiates shall be disposed of 
at retail without the written order of a 
duly licensed physician or veterinarian, 
and that each sale shall be registered 
with. the name and address of the 
buyer. we hope that the bill will sur- 
vive the powerful but secret opposition 
that it will meet in the Legislature, ‘

One of the young women 
protests that the programme of a recep- 
tion on the evening of the ball, followed 
by dancing from the hours of 11 P, M. to 
3 A. M., were not conducive to that re- 
pose which should precede a day of schol- 
arly pursuits; in fact, that preparations 
anticipatory to the event and its conse- 
quences were apt to make the students 
more than a bit forgetful that the side- 
shows of college life were not the main 
tent. A recent issue of The Barnard 
Bulletin gontains a rejoinder from an- 
other Junior, who testifies that “as re- 
gards my personal experience at the ball, 
all of the girls and their ‘men’ whom I 
met, especially during the second half, 
regretted that we could not dance until 
4 instead of 8!” 

This, of course, is a matter quite within 
the control of the Faculty of Barnard. 
It is our impression that at young wo- 
men’s colleges generally such elaborate 
and prolonged “functions” are not per- 
mitted. At Wellesley, which, despite the 
rather silly press dispatches that have 
recently appeared about that institution, 
is an earnest and well-conducted college 
of young women, balls are not permit- 
ted, and such inter-class hops and dances 
as the Faculty allows are over before 10 
o’clock, the curfew hour in the dormi- 
tories. But it is urged that Barnard has 
many students who live at a distance 
from the college halls; that to begin a 
Junior Ball before 9 o'clock, would give 
them little time after the close of col- 
lege exercises to go home, dine, dress, 
and return. The ball might be omitted 
or made gimpler. Surely, a subordina- 
tion of the social activities of the college 
to its purpose of educating the young 
women were fitting. They need not spend 
whole nights in merriment. But we are 
open to conviction on this important 
matter, and we would receive suggestions 
pro and con with judicial gravity.

But, after 
the Spanish war, Admiral Drewar’s an- 
nouncement of Presidential aspirations 
was. greeted with..curious reserve. In 
fact, it served to blight his great and 
deserved popularity.

“RIPPER” BILL. 


Thinks It Is Not a Good Text for the

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The tickets of admission to the mass meet- 
ing at Coopér Union, March 13, bore across 
their faces in bold capitals: ‘‘Save the Courts 
for the People.’’ 

It was a call for a mass meeting to protest 
against the bill that would substitute the elec- 
tion of Judges for their appointment. I was not 
surprised to see that an anti-suffragist presid- 
ed, and that many anti!-suffragists were on the 
platform, but I cannot understand how a 
learned gentleman who spoke could possibly 
work in an argument for woman suffrage in 
the course of his speech. Nor can I under- 
stand how one of the leaders of the suffrage 
movement could appear for @ cause which 
upholds the so-called. *‘ indirect’’ method of 
woman’s influence rather than the so-called 
“direct '’ method of voting. How can these 
leaders square the apparent contradiction that 
the. courts will be lost to the people if they 
vote“gor the Judges, but that everything is 
lost to women if they do not vote for every- 
thing else? When the suffrage leader claimed 
that for men to elect Judges would affect dis- 
astrously the weakest and most unprotected 
class, she certainly paid no compliment to that 
wonderful power of the ballot whith’ is sup- 
posed to be “ pareve ein by ommedinns 
the unprotected classes.’’ 

How could a suffragist listen calmly to one 
of the speakers say, (amid great applause;) 
“They say bring the courts back to the peo- 
ple; it means bring the courts back to the 
bamboozlers of the people."’ 

What! is it not treason to suggest that a 
voter, a real, responsible, powerful voter can 
be bamboozled? I thought it was only the 
poor, defenseless women would could be bam- 
boozled because they have no vote! 

The whole admirable protest inst the 
Ripper bill was right in line with \the most 
advanced thought of the anti-suffragists, who 
believe in purifying potitics by keeping some 
things entirely out of politics. They do not 
believe that the way to shake the grip of poli- 
ticlans on society is to plunge every activity 
of society into the sphere of politics. They 
believe that women can be an influence for 
good if. they are not dragged into the morass 
of partisanship. Strange spectacle that, of 
suffrage leaders trying to purify the courts 
by the methods ‘hat in their minds have stuiti- 
fied women. Keep both Judges and women, say 
I (and every anti will shout Amen!) away from 
politics, ANNIE NATHAN MEYER.

THE PALISADES ROUTE. 


Why Not Run It Through New York's 
Strip of the Park? 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

My attention has been called to the article 
on the Palisades Park in Tum Tams of March 
1, referring particularly to the intention of 
the Commissioners to turn the road from the 
river at the southerly line»of Mra. Lawrence's 
property, and, I believe, not to 
park thfough the slope of the Funeiee ie 
New York State beyond that point, which is 
Practically the State line. As a member of 
the original commission which brought the two 
States into an agreement by which each should 
contribute the face of the cliffs and the slope 
underneath “Yor a public park, and by opéning 
this undisturbed bit of nature with a roadway 
from Fort Lee in New Jersey to Piermont 
Creek. in New York State should make acces- 
sible this fourteen miles:of cliffs and river to 
the crowded denizens of our city and its sub- 
urbs, I am more than ordinarily interested in 
seeing this agreement fairly carried out.

As I have been officially informed by 
their Secretary, the road is not to be continued 
through the territory underneath the cliffs in 
New York. Presumably the park itself is to 
go no further. 

I append hereto a copy of the letter of inquiry 
which I sent to Mr. J. Du Pratt White, Secre- 
tary, on April 20, 1910, which has not up to 
the present time been answered.

Christopher Columbus Wilson, indicted
